Arriving  at  Waikiki,  the  swimmers 
ca  me  under  the  strict  regimentation  of 
Alex  Hillston,  who  organised  rigorous 
daily  training  sessions.  The  results  of 
this  training  were  readily  apparent 
and  famous  swimmers  in  John  Konrads 
and  Mark  Spitz  were  soon  seen  in  the 
company  of  our  team. 

Social  activities,  however,  were  not 
forgotten.  The  heat  of  the  day  and  the 
"saltiness"  of  the  water  caused  appro¬ 
priate  "anti-dehydration"  measures  to 
be  taken  and  the  Hawaiian  press  re¬ 
ported  our  members'  regular  presence 


in  the  "Trappers  Bar"  of  the  Hyatt. 
Arthur  O'Connor  entertained  the 
patrons  there  with  his  own  special 
rendition  of  "Waltzing  Matilda".  Tatt's 
affiliate  club  in  Honolulu,  the  Outrigger 
Canoe  Club,  was  also  the  scene  of 
much  post  training  activity. 

Our  party  then  travelled  to  Maui  to 
begin  preparation  for  the  first  event, 
the  9th  annual  six- man  teams  relay 
over  a  9.6-mile  course  between  the 
islands  of  Lanai  and  Maui. 

On  the  morning  of  the  race  we 
arrived  at  our  chartered  boat  at  6  a.m. 
and  left  in  the  morning  gloom  on  the 
inter-island  passage.  We  shortly  be¬ 
came  concerned  as  to  the  roughness  of 
the  seas  and,  after  Margaret  Turner 
went  below,  our  seasickness  tablets 
were  in  some  demand. 

The  initial  swimmers  in  the  relay 
swam  some  five  hundred  yards  to  the 
beach  at  Lanai,  lined  themselves  up 
and  started.  Alex  Hillston,  showing  the 
benefit  of  many  surf  races,  won  the 
start  and  swam  strongly  for  the  initial 
half-hour  swim,  which  he  ended 
almost  level  in  the  lead  with  the 
swimmer  from  the  male  Dolphins. 


Three  teams  had  by  then  dropped 
behind,  while  three  others,  including 
the  fancied  teams  from  Waikiki  Swim 
Club  and  the  Olympic  Club  of  San 
Francisco,  had  diverted  substantially 
to  the  south  west. 

Our  next  swimmer  was  Harry  Turner 
and  he  had  to  battle  the  biggest  waves 
in  the  race.  Harry,  who  is  a  current 
Australian  Seniors  champion,  main¬ 
tained  our  position  near  the  lead 
throughout  his  half-hour  in  the  water. 
However,  positions  were  becoming 
difficult  to  judge  as  boats  had  spread 
out. 

Our  third  swimmer,  Ron  Rogers, 
showed  the  powerful  form  which  made 
him  Australian  Belt  champion.  At  the 
completion  of  Ron's  swim,  we  believed 
that  only  the  male  Dolphin  was  ahead 
of  us. 

Suspecting  that  other  teams  may 
have  had  the  benefit  of  some  local 
knowledge,  we  asked  our  captain  as  to 
whether  we  were  properly  on  course. 
He  assured  us  he  had  been  sailing  in 
the  area  for  eleven  years  and  that  we 
were  approaching  Maui  by  the  most 
direct  route.  On  the  basis,  therefore, 
that  we  were  just  about  the  only  team 
going  straight,  we  began  to  entertain 
hopes  that  we  might  win  the  race.
